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World  exports  of  all  red  meats  in  1966  amounted  to  9. 3  billion  pounds 
(carcass  weight  equivalent  basis),  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and 
only  0.5  percent  below  the  alltime  high  set  in  1963.    Increased  trade  in 
1966  was  due  to  a  5  percent  increase  in  beef  and  veal  exports  and  larger 
exports  of  mutton,  lamb  and  goat  meat,  up  13  percent.    Exports  of  horse 
meat  in  1966  showed  less  than  a  1  percent  increase  over  19^5 >  while 
pork  exports  were  down  5  percent. 

World  export  trade  in  red  meats  last  year  was  comprised  of  51  percent 
beef  and  veal,  31  percent  pork,  16  percent  mutton,  lamb  and  goat  meat, 
and  2  percent  horse  meat.    Export  trade  in  19^5  was  comprised  of  50 
percent  beef  and  veal,  representing  a  continuing  trend  of  increasing 
world  beef  consumption,  particularly  in  the  deficit  producing  areas. 
The  share  of  total  export  trade  held  by  pork;  mutton,  lamb  and  goat; 
and  horse  meat  in  19^5  was  3*S  1^  and  2  percent,  respectively. 

Beef  and  veal.    In  contrast  to  previous  years,  no  new  trends  of  any 
significance  developed  in  the  movement  of  beef  and  veal  in  foreign 
trade  in  1966.    The  bulk  of  the  beef  and  veal  moving  in  foreign  trade 
was  from  surplus  producing  countries  in  South  America  and  Oceania  to 
the  deficit  producing  areas  of  Europe  and  North  America. 


This  Circular  contains  more  detailed  information  than  the  summary  of 
similar  title  published  in  World  Agricultural  Production  and  Trade, 
September,  1967. 


Total  exports  of  beef  and  veal  in  1966  amounted  to  U.7  billion  pounds --up 
14-  percent  from  1965,  but  still  11.5  percent  under  the  high  of  1963. 

The  world's  leading  exporters  of  beef  and  veal  in  1966  were  Argentina 
(accounting  for  27  percent  of  total  world  exports),  Australia  (21  per- 
cent), New  Zealand  (7  percent),  and  Uruguay  (5  percent).    Top  ranking  im- 
porters included  the  United  States  (accounting  for  26  percent  of  total 
world  imports),  United  Kingdom  (21  percent),  Italy  (lk  percent),  and 
West  Germany  (7  percent). 

Argentine  beef  exports  increased  185  million  pounds,  nearly  17  percent 
over  a  year  earlier.    Exports  in  1966  were  up  due  to  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  domestic  production  coupled  with  increased  action  taken  by  the 
Government  to  promote  exports.    The  main  outlets  for  Argentine  chilled 
and  frozen  beef  in  1966  were  the  EEC  countries  and  the  United  Kingdom. 
Argentina  is  attempting  to  expand  into  other  markets  and  has  achieved 
the  greatest  success  in  Spain.    However,  the  United  States  is  still  the 
major  outlet  for  Argentina's  canned  and  preserved  beef,  accounting  for 
over  half  the  total  of  Argentine  canned  and  preserved  beef  exports  in  1966. 

Revisions  in  data  indicate  that  Argentina  also  held  its  long-standing 
first-place  position  among  the  world's  leading  beef  exporters  in  1965, 
with  only  a  slight  edge  over  Australia. 

Australian  exports  of  beef  and  veal  dropped  11  percent  from  1965  (record 
year)  to  less  than  a  billion  pounds  in  1966.    The  drop  resulted  because 
of  reduced  slaughter  supplies  following  the  drought  in  196$. 

New  Zealand  shipped  9  percent  more  beef  and  veal  in  1966  than  in  1965. 
This  was  due  to  increased  beef  production  resulting  from  the  continued 
build-up  of  beef  herds  over  the  past  several  years. 

Practically  all  major  producing  countries  reported  beef  and  veal  exports 
above  1965  except  for  a  significant  decrease  in  Uruguay,  where  beef  and 
veal  production  was  down  23  percent  and  cattle  slaughter  31  percent;  the 
Netherlands,  mainly  as  a  result  of  trade  restrictions  placed  on  them  be- 
cause of  an  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease;  and  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  where  relatively  high  domestic  prices  prevailed. 

On  the  import  side,  the  United  States— the  world's  leading  beef  producer 
accounting  for  a  third  of  the  world's  total  in  recent  vears— maintained 
its  top-ranking  position  as  the  world's  major  purchaser  of  beef.  Aus- 
tralia was  the  most  important  supplier,  followed  by  New  Zealand  and 
Argentina. 

U.S.  imports  of  beef  and  veal  in  1966  totaled  1,204  million  pounds  (car- 
cass weight  basis),  up  28  percent  from  1965.    However,  this  level  was 
20"  percent  lower  than  the  amount  imported  in  the  record  vear  o'  1963 

V*S* 5?ef        Veaf  ^OTts  as  a  percent  of  production  were  5.9  percent 
in  1966,  up  from  k.B  percent  in  1965. 
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Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  (the  world's  second  major  importer) 
amounted  to  971  million  pounds--up  2  percent  from  1965 >  and  now  equal 
to  the  high  levels  of  other  recent  years.    Italian  imports  of  beef  and 
veal  were  at  an  all-time  high,  amounting  to  66l  million  pounds,  15  per- 
cent above  1965.    West  German  imports  were  down  12  percent  from  the 
record  year  of  19^5 ,  totaling  316  million  pounds.    Most  other  countries 
reported  imports  as  above  a  year  earlier  except  France  and  Switzerland. 

In  brief,  after  declines  in  world  beef  and  veal  trade  in  1964  and  1965, 
both  exports  and  imports  increased  in  1966. 

Pork.    World  pork  exports  in  1966  decreased  5  percent  over  the  previous 
year,  but  were  47  percent  above  the  1 956-60  average  levels.    The  de- 
crease resulted  largely  because  of  lower  pork  production  in  most  of  the 
major  producing  countries  throughout  Europe.    In  Europe,  where  the  bulk 
of  the  pork  trade  is  traditionally  done,  93  percent  of  total  world  ex- 
ports and  8l  percent  of  total  world  imports  occurred  in  1966. 

Denmark  remained  the  world's  leading  exporter  of  pork  shipping  1,226 
million  pounds  in  1966 — down  3  percent  from  the  high  level  in  1965.  Den- 
mark shipped  nearly  44  percent  of  total  world  pork  exports.    The  Nether- 
lands, the  second  largest  world  pork  exporter,  showed  a  decrease  in 
exports,  down  8  percent  from  the  439  million  pounds  in  1965.      In  each 
case  pork  exports  had  increased  steadily  since  i960  until  the  drop  in 
1966.    Yugoslavia  and  Ireland  showed  some  rather  significant  decreases 
in  pork  exports  largely  because  of  reduced  domestic  supplies.  Yugo- 
slavia also  experienced  difficulties  in  marketing  due  to  reduced  import 
demand  and  in  gaining  access  to  the  EEC. 

The  United  Kingdom  remained  the  top-ranking  importer  of  pork  in  1966, 
accounting  for  46  percent  of  total  world  pork  imports.    U.K.  imports 
totaled  1,^50  million  pounds,  3  percent  below  1965. 

Although  an  importer  and  exporter  of  pork  products,  the  United  States  is 
generally  a  net  importer  and  ranked  second  among  the  world's  leading 
pork  importers.    Imports  in  1966  totaled  381  million  pounds,  up  11  per- 
cent from  1965.    U.S.  imports  of  pork  have  increased  steadily  since  the 
early  1960's  and  were  3*4  percent  of  domestic  production  in  1966,  up  from 
3  percent  in  1965.    Canned  hams  and  shoulders  accounted  for  70  percent 
of  U.S.  pork  imports  and  accounted  for  68  percent  of  the  total  canned 
hams  and  shoulders  consumed  in  the  United  States  in  1966.    Exports  like- 
wise were  up  in  1966  totaling  58  million  pounds — up  6  percent  from  1965. 

France  and  Italy  imported  significantly  larger  supplies  of  pork  in  1966 
due  to  reduced  domestic  production.    West  German  imports  of  pork  were 
down  in  spite  of  reduced  domestic  production. 
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Mutton  and  lamb.    World  trade  in  mutton  and  lamb  saw  increased  activity 
in  1966.    Total  exports  amounted  to  1.5  billion  pounds  compared  with  1.3 
billion  pounds  in  1965,  an  increase  of  13  percent.    Imports  increased  by 
9  percent  to  1.3  billion  pounds. 

The  world's  leading  exporter  of  mutton  and  lamb  was  New  Zealand—shipping 
860  million  pounds  in  1966--57  percent  of  total  world  exports.  This 
figure  was  13  percent  above  the  previous  year,  reflecting  excellent  pro- 
duction conditions  and  abundant  feed  supplies. 

Australia,  the  world's  second  largest  exporter  of  mutton  and  lamb, 
shipped  382  million  pounds  in  1966--up  8  percent  from  1965.    Exports  from 
Argentina  increased  7^  percent  to  IU3  million  pounds  owing  to  the  heavy 
drought -induced  slaughter  in  19&5  a^cL  1966. 

The  United  Kingdom,  the  world's  leading  importer  of  mutton  and  lame,  pur- 
chased 722  million  pounds  in  1966 — down  9  percent  from  the  previous 
year.    The  drop  resulted  largely  because  of  a  10  percent  increase  in 
U.K.  production  of  mutton  and  lamb. 

Japanese  imports  of  mutton  and  lamb  totaled  20k  million  pounds  in  1966, 
up  72  percent  from  the  previous  year.    This  reflects  reduced  domestic 
production  combined  with  growing  demand  for  sheep  meat  for  manufactur- 
ing processed  meat  products.    U.S.  imports  of  mutton  and  lamb  increased 
88  percent  in  1966,  for  similar  reasons.
